The lady at once sec up a scream, 
desp ite the fact that the negro had 
had 
a kinfe 
and 
revolver and 
threatened to kiii her. 
Mr. Durnil and his family occup y 
a p ortion of the same hou.^e, and 
the former at once hastened to Mrs. 
Mills* assistance. 
The negro fled hurriedly, and in 
going out of the yard encoualered 
Police Judge Bosserman, who Jives 
next door and who had been 
at­ 
tracted by Mrs. Miiis* cries for as­ 
sistance. 
‘*What*s the matter?’* askeu the 
judge. 
‘•There*s a fire in there,** answer­ 
ed the negro. 
“ You go in and help 
the woman 
while 
I send in the 
alarm to the fire dep artmem.*’ 
Judge Bosserman knew no better

Weyler has issued an order direct­ 
ing lhat hereafter all women a r ­ 
rested in Cuba who are called ‘^sus­ 
picious" shall be tried by court- 
martial.

In view of a cableg ram received at 
the Japanese k g a do n the announce­ 
ment recently made that j a p a n had 
adopted the g old standard seems to 
have been premature. 
On the 21Î 
inst. a bill was introduced into the 
diet for the adoption of the g old 
standard with the following nrovi- 
sions: 


The present g old yen, the stand­ 
ard coin of the country, will, ac- 
cording to this measure, 
be 
cir­ 
culated at double its present value, 
while one yen silver piece will cir­ 
culate 
at 
half 
its 
value 
until 
abolished by an edict of the e m ­ 
peror. 
The subsidy coinag e of this 
country will remain untouched, and 
free coinag e will be abolished from 
the date of the promulg ation of this 
edict, which is set for O ctober i, 
1897. 
The status of this bill up to date 
is merely that of a bill introduced 
into one house of our own cong ress. 
It has not yet been passed, and it is 
not certain that it will be. The sen­ 
timent in Japan favors a reorg ani 
zation of the money system, and 
during the past year a mix ed com 
mission of bankers, merchants, pol­ 
iticians and professional men was 
appointed to consider the subject. 
Their report was by no means 
conclusive. 
Some favored the r e ­ 
tention of the free silver coinag e, 
son^e were in favor of a ratio of 16 
to I, mucj7. as was advocated iu the 
last campaig n in this country, while 
others favored the g old standard. 
The present bill is a compromise 
measure. 
The members of the leg a­ 
tion hesitate to predict the result.
